At the 
énd of the first year of opération 
Albertans would have received 
$120,000,000 worth of goods. 


Somebody must supply all these 
goods and those who supply them 


must be paid a similar quantity of | 


other goods and services or in dol- 
lars to the extent of $120,000,000. 
Those who supply the goods would 
be farmers, miners, factory and 
other workers. Those who get the 


$25 dividend receive it free. They | 


do hot give any goods or services to 
the state in return. 


dends totalling $120,000,000 per year 
do not produce goods to exchange 
for their gifts somebody else must 
pay for the goods or produce $120,. 


000,000 worth of goods and services | 


to be given away. 
OTHERS MUST PAY 
Whether money circulates once 


or a thousand times a year has, 


nothing to do with it. The fact 
remains that if $120,000,000 worth 


of goods are to be given away free | 
to certain persons each year cer-| 


tain other persons must pay or pro- 
duce to a hke amount. 

The Aberhart flow of credit 
theory doés not help. For instance, 
if A buys $1 worth of meat from B, 
who takes that dollar to buy a shirt 
from C and in turn C spends the 
same dollar with D for a hat, does 
one dollar buy three dollars worth 
of goods. No it does not. In the 
long run all free dividends must 
be paid for by the producers and 
workers of Alberta. 

Leaving the basic dividend credit 
flow fallacy, Mr. Van Allen next 
took a vigorous fling at that section 
of the Aberhart proposals directed 
toward conscription of farmer earn- 
ings. 

“Mr. Aberhart evidently intends 
to conscript the money realized 
from exports such as wheat, cat- 
tle, dairy products, lumber and 
coal. Here is Mr. Aberhart’s an- 


swer to the question, ‘How would | 


we get the Dominion money to us 
when we wish it?’ ‘Our exports,’ 
says Mr. Aberhart,“and the ser- 
vices of men living in the pro- 
vince working for the C. P. R., 
the insurance companies, the post 
offices and so forth, would con- 
stanty give us a claim upon the 
banks which would bring Domin- 
ion currency into our coffers.’” 
This, said Mr. Van Allén, bares 
the cold fact that Mrs Aberhart 
plans to conscript all wage cheques 
to get his 
hands on Dominion currency with 
which to pay bond interest and 
other government debts to the out- 
side. His answer indicates clearly 
that not only does he intend to pay 
wages in social credit certificates, 


but he also intends to pay farmers| 


and other producers in social credit 
certificates instead of real money 
Aside from the illegality of such a 
proposal, it is unsound and ridicu- 
lous

THE STREET RAILWAY 
TROUBLE 

The bylaws committee of the city council, 
like the council itself, has thus far failed to 
make a readjustment of the running times 
among the street railwaymen. The governing 
consideration of course is seniority. The men 
longest in the service naturally claim the right 
to pick their runs; and equally naturally choose 
to work in the day time, leaving the later 
beginners to take the night runs. 


The right of the senior men to do this cannot 
very well be set aside, and council is reluctant 
to raise the issue. But back of this right is 
the human interest fact that it is a hardship on 
men to have to work nights the year round, 
with no opportunities for social life and only 
the scantiest opportunity to keep acquainted 
with their own families. 

It would be rather a nice departure, would 
make for harmony, and perhaps relieve an em- 
barrassed council, if the street railwaymen 
were themselves to step out and negotiate a 
change-off arrangement, leaving the aldermen 
to debate the academic question at leisure. 


A MESSAGE FOR THE TIMES 


Those who heard the initial campaign ad- 
dress of Right Hon. Mackenzie King on Wed- 
nesday evening will need no advice to tune in 
again this evening for the second in the series. 
Those who for any reason missed hearing the 
first would do well to make sure of hearing the 
remaining two. 

Mr. King has a méssage for the peopie of 
Canada in this time of distress and confusion, 
the kind of message they have been waiting for. 
His “keynote” speech was that of a statesman, 
free from offensive language, broad in outlook, 
positive in tone. That his subsequent addresses 
will outline policies and programs to meet the 
disastrous consequences of wrong political 
thinking and set the country again on the way 
to better times may be assumed with con- 
fidence. 

The long suffering public will want to know 
what these policies and programs are. The 
broadcasts will give them the opportunity of 
hearing about these at first hand; as the word 
for word reports published in the Bulletin will 
provide readers an opportunity to go over these 
plans again at leisure and preserve them for 
future reference. 


WHAT ABOUT BUYING POWER? 

The great mass of townsfolk, and a large 
proportion of people outside towns as well, can 
get possession of buying power in just one way 
—by receiving it as wages for work. When for 
any reason work is no longer available, the 
wage-earner's inflow of buying power ceases. 
He goes on relief or gets along without it as the 
powers that be may decide, while taxes and 
debts accumulate as a mortgage against his 
future wages, whenever he may again get 
wages. 

If the experiences of the last five years are 
to mean anything at all in the way of provision 
against a recurrence of the prevailing distress, 
one of two things will quite clearly have to 
happen. Either some alternative way of dis- 
tributing buying power among wage-earners in 
slack seasons will have to be adopted; or it will 
have to be made possible for every man to 
obtain work at all times and draw wages for it. 
If the wage-earner has learned from the hard- 
ships of the depression years he will demand 
security along one of these lines or the other 
and keep on demanding it until she gets it. For 
there can be no security for him otherwise. 

Telling the wage-earner he should save up 
money when he is working to support himself 
and his family when he is not working is only 
begging the question. He cannot do that, for 
the reason that wages are not and never have 
been high enough for him to do it without living 
on @ sub-norma! standard. And if he did this, 
where would the makers of automobiles and 
radios and electric washers and a hundred other 
luxuries and near-necessities find markets for 
their products? If there is to be any such thing 
as a high standard of living in Canada these 
things must become more common, not less 
common. 

Perhaps in an old country there is no way 
of giving security to the wage-earner but by 
adopting some other method than the payment 
of wages to put buying power in his possession 
in a large number of cases, or in bad times. But 
» in a young country such as Canada it is folly 

to talk about the need of doing anything of the 
kind; there is work enough in sight in Canada 
to keep all its unemployed men hustling for 
: is. All that is lacking is the courage to set 
work and pay them wages for doing it 


| 
| 


That is a consideration which the wage- 
earner, whether employed or unemployed at 
present, would do well to keep in view when 
he is making up his mind who and what he will 
vote for in both the provincial and the Dominion 
elections. This is for him the most intimate 
and directly important question on the pdlitical 
agenda, and he cannot afford to ignore the 
opportunity to make his views and interests 
known in both the legislature and parliament. 

Direct relief will have to go, and go per- 
manently; and be replaced by a definite and 
continuous policy of work and wages, or a few 
years hence those who depend upon wages for 
a living may look for another harrowing such 
as they have experienced in the last five. If the 
wage-earner wants to assert his right to be at 
all times able to earn a decent living for his 
family, now is the time he can do that effectively 
—by giving his support to the party that stands 
pledged to secure him in that right by action in 
both the provincial and federal fields. To that 
the Liberal party is definitely and positively 
committed.

Lunch: Mush- 
room soup; buttered asparagus; celery; ripe 
olives. Dinner: Baked Belgian hare; green 
beans; cucumber and lettuce 
salad; stewed berries. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Coddled eggs; Melba Toast; 
stewed prunes. Lunch: Fresh 
fruit; all desired of one kind. 
Dinner: Salisbury steak; 
green peas; buttered beets; 
salad of endive and cress; 
baked peaches with a dash of 
whipped cream. 

TUES DAY — Breakfast: 
Glass of orange or tomato 
juice upon arising; broiled bacon; wholewheat 
drop biscuits; stewed pears. Lunch: Carrots 
with parsley butter; salad of raw celery and 
pineapple. Dinner: Veal roast; stuffed summer 
squash; greens; raw carrot salad; pineapple. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: 2 eggs poached 
in milk and put on toasted shredded wheat 
biscuit; stewed apricots. Lunch: Cantaloupe a 
la mode. Dinner: Baked white fish; baked to- 
matoes; 5-minute cabbage; salad of cold cooked 
asparagus; Jello or Jell-Well. 

THURSDAY — Breakfast: Eggs poached in 
milk or cream, served on Melba Toast; stewed 
peaches. Lunch: Large glass of tomato juice. 


Dinner: Vegetable soup; broiled lamb chops; 
mashed carrots; cooked lettuce; salad of stuffed 
beets; ice cream. 

FRIDAY — Breakfast: Pineapple; cottage 
cheese. Lunch: Buttered lima beans; turnip 
greens; shredded lettuce; celery. Dinner: Roast 
beef; summer squash; spinach; turnip cup salad; 
apricot whip. 

SATURDAY — Breakfast: 
arising; baked egg served on Melba Toast; 
broiled ham. Lunch: Fresh peaches; ice cream. 
Dinner: Jellied tomato bouillon; casserole of 
mutton; string beans; salad of cold sliced cu- 
cumbers; pear sauce. 


Fresh vegetables should be thoroughly 
cleaned with a vegetable brush under running 
water in order to remove all trace of grit or 
poison spray. The water that clings after the 
final washing usually affords sufficient moisture 
to start the cooking process, especially where 
the heavy aluminum pans are used. With a 
little care, almost any vegetable may be entirely 
cooked in practically its own juice, whether on 
top of the stove or by baking. Many vegetables 
which are commonly cooked by boiling or 
steaming may be given a desirable and different 
flavor by baking, such as ground beets, turnips, 
carrots, etc. The flavor may be varied by 
slightly browning on top. 

In either boiling or baking vegetables, avoid 
over-cooking and be sparing of the water 
added. A little careful practice, with the proper 
cooking utensils, will more than repay you in 
the better flavor and actual benefit derived 
from fresh or canned vegetables. 


It is believed by some that the vitamins in 
vegetables are lessened through the process of 
canning, but with our modern methods of can- 
ning, the loss of vitamins is so slight as to be of 
no consequence. My advice is to stock your 
pantry with a variety of canned vegetables, to 
be used when the fresh ones are not obtainable, 
and thus guarantee yourself a plentiful supply 
of the essential minerals every day in the year.

QUESTION; Mr. Bert Y. N. writes: “I have 
an ulcer of the duodenum. The stomach is very 
prolapsed and x-ray pictures show that its pos- 
ition is even with the hip bones. I have been 
on a cereal and cream diet, but feel very dis- 
tressed with gas.” 

ANSWER: I have found the plain milk diet 
much more satisfactory for duodenal ulcers than 
the cereal and cream diet that. is sometimes 
used. The whole milk is more easily digested 
and forms a thin coating or salve over the ulcers 
so that they heal readily. The cereal and cream 
diet, on the other hand, is harder to digest and 
the cereal may ferment, producing considerable 
gas. If you wish general instructions regarding 
the milk diet, which I advise for either stomach 
or duodenal ulcers, write to me and I will be 
glad to send you two articles which may prove 
helpful.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1812, the 
“Loyal and Patriotic Society of 
Upper Canada” was founded at 
York (Toronto), its object being 
to look after the wives and fam- 
ilies of the militia men who had 
responded to the call of duty and 
were defending the province 
against the American invaders. 
The society really resulted from 
an historic cermon preached by 
Rector Strachan in the parish 
church, and so great was the pat- 
riotic ardor of the time that 
within a few days {875 5s had 
been subscribed at York while 
Kingston rolled up £400 more.

Medals were struck in London 
by order of the society but they 
were never distributed, the dif- 
ficulty of deciding who should 
have them being too great. They 
were defaced, and broken up in 
York with such rigor that not a 
solitary specimen is known to 
exist. What became of the bul- 
lion of which they were com- 
posed used to be one of the prob- 
l2ms which the citizens tried to 
solve, but it is taken for granted 
that its value was added to the 
surplus of the society which was 
in 1817 handed over as the basis 
of the endowment of the Toronto 
General Hospital.

REASONS WHY I QUIT 
THE U.F.A. 


Editor Bulletin: In giving them 
I will give a short history of the 
UF.A. In the year 1905 the Al- 
berta farmers and the Equity So- 
ciety was orgenized. The Equity 
Society was a branch of the so- 
ciety in the western states. The 
Alberta farmers had its first 
meeting in the East Edmonton 
school house three miles east of 
South Edmonton. The following 
were present: Don. Fulton, the 
late (Scotty) Laing, Mr. Gatrick, 
Rice Shepherd and W. R. Ball. 
Aims and objects of both societies 
were to secure better prices for 
farm products, cheap money and 
lower freight rates, public owner- 
ship and the development of our 
natural resources. Space forbids 
me from going into details, but 
both societies were about equal 
in membership. 

There was a bitter feeling be- 
tween the two societies and an 
effort at amalgamation was made 
when the two societies met in a 
convention at Lacombe, Alta., in 
1907, but the effort failed. Meet- 
ing Rice Shepherd at the Ed- 
monton fair in 1908, he said to me 
that these two societies had to be 
united if we wanted to accom- 
Plish anything worth while. We 
talked it over and decided to call 
a meeting of each society, have a 
committee appointed and draft 
a platform to be submitted at the 
next convention for their con- 
sideration. This was done and the 
union was consummated at the 
convention held in Edmonton, 
January, 1909. 

The following platform was 
adopted: Better prices for farm 
products, public ownership and 
operation of our natural re- 
sources; government ownership 
and operation of the R.R. loans to 
settlers on the New Zealand sys- 
tem was advocated where loans 
could be spread over a term of 
32% years and 514% interest 
would pay principal and interest 
in that time. 

I carried the first resolution for 
independent political action, to 
the convention in Calgary in 1919. 
It was endorsed in 1921. We cap- 
tured the provincial government 
with a large working majority. It 
was our progressive platform that 
appealed to the public and helped 
the farmers to accomplish this. 
With such a mandate from the 
people put into operation, Al- 

tta would have no occasion to 
be in debt one dollar if the gov- 
ernment had carried out the in- 
structions of the convention. 

A delegation from the Edmon- 
ton U.F.A. endorsed by the E.R A., 
the Independent Labor party and 
the U.F.A. executive has repeat- 
edly asked the government to set 
up a tannery, boot and shoe fac- 
tory and woollen mill in Alberta 
for the benefit of the people. 
The reply was “no funds”, yet in 
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the years 31, 32, 33 and 34—Al- 
berta spent $30,000,000 fer relief, 
largely to keep people in idle- 
ness, and the first 6 months of 
this year, Relief Manager H. F. 
McKee stated that Edmonton's 
direct relief expenditure was 
$531,559. About $400,000 would 
furnish these industries, but it 
couldn't be found. 

The editor of the U.F.A. has 
appealed to the farmers to re- 
member their leaders who have 
built up the U.F.A. Yes we will 
remember on the 22nd of August 
how they ignored all the demands 
set forth in our platform. 

For the last 14 years we have 
had a fascist government with 
Brownlee as a dictator using the 
other members as rubber stamps 
so that the interest of the banks 
and bond holders have been well 
protected, and that is one thing 
we will remember and rectify.

Editor Bulletin: Here goes for 
a little special propaganda in the 
interest of we 70-year-old pen- 
sioners.

EDSON, Aug 2—A_ successful 
Liberal garden party was held in 
the grounds and residence of Mrs. 


C. H. Trapp, president of the Ed-| 


son Women’s Liberal club, at which 
the principal speakers were Hon. 
Chas. Stewart, M.P. (who apepared 
in place of W. R. Howson, KC. 
provincial Liberal leader, who is 
suffering from laryngitis), Miss Beth 
Livingston, president of the Twen- 
tieth Century Liberal club of Ed- 
monton and J. S. Cowper, Liberal 
provincial candidate in the Edson 
riding. 

The gathering was largely attend- 
ed by the women of the Edson dis- 
trict, and the speakers were roundly 
applauded and assured of support. 
Following the speeches, refresh- 
ments were served. 

Mr. Cowper, who was the first

JOTTINGS 


By FAY PARKER 


JASPER, Aug. 2. — Dr. Mottley 
of the Biological Board of Canada, 
is making a close study of the lakes 
and streams of Jasper Park, and 


also of the health and food supply 
of the fish in these waters. Through 
a most interesting talk with this 
fish expert one learns that it is most 
necessary to have a plentiful sup- 
ply of both bottom food, which is 
plant food, and tap food, which con- 
sists of minute forms of life, such 
as shrifmps and various kinds of 
water bugs, which have terrifying 
names and look equally terrifying 
under the microscope. His findings 
in the Maligne area, which includes 
Maligne Lake, Beaver and Medicine 
Lakes, show the speckled trout 
there. to be in excellent condition 
and that they are adjusting them- 
selves nicely. He also took samples 
of fish and of their food supply at 
the newly opened Amethyst Lakes 
in the Tonquin Valley, and of the 
various lakes and streams in the 
Athabasca Valley. He will study the | 
situation at the barren Brazeau 
Lake with a view to stocking, if 
conditions warrant it. In fact, his 
comprehensive survey of the Park 
this summer will be of invaluable 
aid to the department of interior 
for future reference. A temporary 
laboratory has been arranged for 
him in the Administration building. 
. +. *

B.C. PROTESTS

JOBLESS MEN 


Hundreds Arrested Trying, 
To Get to Alberta Her- | 
vest Fields | 


VICTORIA, B.C., Aug. 2—Protest | 
against the action of Royal oa 
dian Mounted Police in turning | 
back unemployed men from British | 
Columbia. seeking to cross the Al- | 
berta boundary to work in the har- 


vest fields has been made to Ottawa 
by the provincial government. 

Re state hundreds of these 
men have been arrested on instruc- 
tions from Ottawa and sentencéd: to 
jail for stealing rides on freight 
trains. As a result, jails of the 
province are crowded. 

The government states some 2,000 
to 3, B.C. men normally got to 
the prairies for the harvest each 
year and return in the late autumn. 
In the winter time the transient 
flow is to the Pacific coast, where 
climatic conditions are more mod- 
erate. 

If the normal flow eastward is 
halted this year and the westward 
transients are. permitted to . enter 
the province in the winter, the labor 
situation in British Columbia will 
be even more aggravated, it is 
claimed.

In every one of these the 
government plays an important 
pert, and hence the necessity of 
good government, and the need for 
women, who are the presiding 
geniuses in the home, to take a 
keen interest in government, to 
study all questions that offset the 
welfare of the home, either spirit- 
ually or materially, and to make 
the best and most intelligent use 
of their franchise. In onton, 
52 per cent of the electors are 
women, and it is very definitely 
up to the women to use their vote 
and to vote for the government that 
considers the problems of the home 
@s of first importance.” 


LAID FOUNDATION 


Pointing out how the Liberal 
party had won the right to declare 
themselves the champions of the 
home and the family, Mrs. Conroy 
said that the Liberal Government 
laid the foundation of the educa- 
tional system in Alberta, and net 
only the foundations of the system 
but also the actual foundations of 
the buildings that house the sys- 
tem. 

It will be a Liberal government, 
she added that will make the neces- 
sery changes in the system to pro- 
vide more vocational training, and 
to lay the burden of taxation for 
education. not upon the shoulder of 
the already burdened home-owner.

industrial training, practically makes 
them graduates in unemployment.

injured.
